A GOOD TIME TO START. 


Mayor Duggan is trying to persuade the gas 
company to pry the lid off the cash box, buy some 
pipe, and have it distributed along the right-of- 
way during the winter. Spending money on con- 
struction has not been a feature of the company’s 
activities hitherto, and it may be sanguine to look 
for a change in the program. Still, if a pipe line is 
to be laid and a distribution system installed in 
fifteen months a start will have to be made some 
time, andthe sooner it is made the better the 
chances of getting through with the job. For the 
rest, wages are as low as they are likely to be dur- 
ing the next year, and labor as plentiful; both 
conditions are more favorable than they may be 
next summer. It would seem to be good business 
for the company to get busy now. That is if the 
company mean business. 


PRIVATE ENTERPRISE GIVES A LEAD. 


A company has been inc: »orated at Victoria 
to build a million dollar elevator at Vancouver. 
One elevator, even of the size that can be built for 
that very substantial sum of money, will not ac- 
commodate a very large percentage of the grain 
Alberta has to export every year. But it will help. 
And if private interests build one elevator they 
will likely build more. At least the capitalists at 
the Coast are showing that they are willing to 
back the western route with their own money, and 
not trying to get the Dominion Government to 
saddle the whole cost and risk upon the taxpayers 
of the country. That demonstration of faith should 
count for something at Ottawa when parliament is 
asked to give assistance to the development of the 
Pacific port in proportion to what has been given 
to Montreal. 


A POOR TRADE. 


Since Lloyd George invited William Randolph 
Hearst to dinner that foremost exponent of yellow 
journalism has taken the British Empire under his 
distinguished patronage, and is now posing as 
guide. counsellor and friend of the Government 
of the United Kingdom. That his proffered ad- 
monitions are getting much attention from Mr. 
Bonar Law is not at all likely. Mr. Hearst has for 
a couple of decades been engaged in libelling 
Great Britain, the British Empire, and British 
policy at home and abroad in every way that 
seemed likely to sel] his newspapers among hy- 


phenated sections of the population of the United | 


States. He is only approving British policy now 
where and to the extent that it differs from French 
policy, and for the obvious purpose of helping to 
drive the Allies still farther apart—for the benefit 
cf Germany, The net result of Mr. Lloyd George's 
policy in that connection seems to have been to 
exchange the entente with France for un entente 
with William Randolph Hearst 


$30,000,000 TO THE GOOD. 


Duggng the last vear the mines of Alberta pro- 


duced it six million tons of coal. A large pro- 
portiowa this went to points outside the prov- 
ince, armel brought a corresponding amount of 


money unto the province that would not have come 
if the coal deposits had not been here or if the 
mines had not been operating. The amount that 
was burned in Alberta represented an equally 
real gain to the economic situation, for had it not 
been mined here a proportionate tonnage would 
have had to be imported, and the money to pay 
for it exported Caleulated at five dollars per 
ton, the people of Alberta are $30,000,000 better 
off than if there had been nv coal ‘‘erop’’ harvest- 
ed in the province last year, 


THAT TURKISH FIASCO. 


Mr. Meighen is inclined to be critical because 
the King Government did not respond to Lloyd 
George's cable with a prompt promise to put a 
Canadian army in the field against the Turks. 
There is not much ground for complaint on that 
score. No doubt the Turks ought to be put in their 
place and made to stay there, and if Britain really 
‘ook the job in hand Canada would be found 
ready enough to help. But it turned out that 
Lievd George had no intention whatever of fight 
ng to keep the Turks out of Europe What he 
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war in order to ‘‘internationalize’’ the Dardan- 
| elles. Aside from that Kemal got all that he asked 
|for, flatly declaring that he had no notion 
of going to war to prevent the League of Nations 
claiming nominal control of the waterway. There 
| being nothing at stake worth fighting about, the 
King Government did right in going slow about 
pledging the Dominion to send its sons into battle. 


THE RAILWAY TO PEACE RIVER 


| The Edmonton, Dunvegan and RB. C. Railway, 
| that is today the railway to Peace River with its 
branches, has 477 miles of line which ta date has 
cost approximately 14 millions. As the province 
is either the guarantor or has actually advanced 
the money, and as the company is in default, the 
| Provincial treasury must pay the interest on the 
| total amount. At five per cent that is $700,000 a 
year. There is only one way of escape from this 
responsibility and that is to so increase the traffic 


would not help the case. Neither would the sale 
|of the road, because whoever might be the pur- 
chaser he would only pay as much as he believed 
| the traffic would earn interest on, leaving the 


time. As the road is not now paying any part of 
the interest charges, a sale at the present time at 
best would mean that the purchaser would take 
over the road on operating conditions and the 
cost would become a fixed charge on the taxpayers 
of the province forever, 

The project of developing the Peace River 
region by railway was well conceived and up to a 
certain point was well executed. The railway 
follows water courses all the way to the great 
trough eut by! the Smoky and Peace rivers, and 
nowhere in that part of the line is there more than 
half per cent grades cither way. The valleys of the 
Smoky and the Peace of course had to be crossed 
in order to reach the prairies that the road was 
built to develop. The engineering difficulties 
| were great and steep grades could not be avoided; 
but there was no choice. Splendid steel bridges 
span the Athabasca, the Smoky and the Peace; 
the latter at a cost of a million dollars. Construc- 


until at last the resources of the projector were ex- 


important traffic producing extensions remained 
unconstructed. Lacking these extensions the 
Peace River railway is in much the same position 
as the original C.P.R. would have been had west- 
ward extension ceased at say Portage la Prairie or 
|Brandon. The vast 
through fourteen hundred miles of lightly pro- 
ductive territory could not have been carried by 
the small productive area having access to those 
points. The great producing area of the western 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta plains when 
developed by railways made the C.P.R. as a whole 
a magnificent financial success, notwithstanding 
the immense cost of the great non-productive sec- 
tion that was necessary to link the prairies with 
the ocean port and commercial metropolis of Mon- 
treal. 

Although the 300 miles between Edmonton and 
Peace River is far from being as unproductive of 
traffic as the north shore section of the C.P.R., and 
holds the assurance of splendid earnings in the 
future, at the present time its volume of traffic is 
light and can only be increased at a moderate 
rate. The real objective of the railway was the 
prairies of the Peace, which in attractiveness to 
settlers, in possibilities of production are second 
to none in the great north west. The Peace River 
region is not all prairies, as was that of the Sas- 
katchewan. There are five main prairies in the 
| region which the railway was intended to develop. 
|The Peace River prairie and the St. John and 
|Hudson’s Lake district are north of the river. The 
Spirit River, the Pouce Coupe and the Grande 
Prairie are south of the Peace. Further north are 
the Battle River, Keg River and Fort Vermillian 
prairies, but the railway project was not concern- 
ed directly with these or with the St. John-Hud- 
son’s Lake district. They are being gradually 
tested out and occupied by pioneers, and will giye 
homes to thousands in the future; but the railway 
problem of today relates to the four other prairies 
mentioned which were already oceupied by set- 
tlers and were producing largely before the rail 
way was even begun 

“ From Peace River town at the junction of the 
Smoky and extending to Dunvegan, a distance of 
60 miles, is one of the most beautiful, fertile and 
| generally attractive areas in the west, From the 
break of the valley of the river on the south of the 
wooded region lying along the White Mud hills on 
lthe north of the prairie is from 12 to 20 miles 
wide. It is widest at its westerly extremity the 
famed Waterhole and Vanrena district This 
prairie is well settled and largely under eultiva- 
l4ion throughout. Obviously a railway only to 
Peace River is of little use to a farmer thirty, 
forty, or sixty miles away, where wheat sells at 
Peace River at 60 cents a bushel and oats and bar 
ley proportionately less Recognizing this situa- 
tion during the summer of 1921, a twenty five mile 
extension of the railway was built from the west 
end of the railway bridge across the Peace to 
Berwyn. This brought the end of the steel within 
thirty five miles of the Waterhole and Vanrena 
settlements, and was of course of great advantage 
to the easterly part of the prairie. But thirty five 
miles is too far to haul wheat to market at present 
At last winter's session of the legislature 
made for a further extension of 
twelve to fifteen miles. But the summer passed
